Chicago, May 16—The discovery of 


a striking similarity in the descrip- 
tion of P. 
B. Smith, 
the 
missing 


•wealthy real estate dealer of Gran- 
ville, Ohio, who is believed to have 
been slain, and that of the murdered 
man whose body was discovered in 
Ogden slip Wednesday, leads the po- 
liec believe today that the body is 
that of Mr. Smith. 
Relatives of the 


missing man were notified today. 


Mr. Smith came here in April to 


close several real estate deals. 
He 


disappeared one day with a large suio 
of money. 


Notwithstanding the fact 
that 
a 


large number of detectives, furnished 
by the police department of Chicago 
and also by private 
agencies, 
have 


scoured every part of Chicago in their 
search for the missing Granville man, 
Mr. P. B. Smith, no definite clew as 
to what has become of him has been 
learned, although he has been missing 
nearly a month. A telegram to the 
Advocate 
from 
Chicago Thursday 


says that the detectives have been 
stimulated to renew efforts in their 
endeavors to find the man by the of- 
fer of a reward of ?1,000 for infor- 
mation that will locate him. While 
it is not definitely known, it is the 
opinion of those who are in a posi- 
tion to know, that the reward is of- 
fered by the family of the missing 
man. 


Rev. R. B. Smith of El Paso, Texas, 


a son-in-law of the man who so mys- 
teriously disappeared, is in Chicago, 
and is diligently engaged in prose- 
cuting the search, and is lending val- 
uable assistance to 
the 
detectives. 


Several 
slight clues concerning the 


disappearance of Mr. Smith have been 
obtained, but in the end amounted to 
nothing. 
However, the members of 


the family are still hopeful that their 
dear one will be eventually restored 
to them.

San Francisco, May 16. — Abraham 


Ruef. better known as "Abe" Ruef, 
once the recognized dictator of munici- 
pal affairs in San Francisco, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of extortion In 
Judge Dunne's department of the su- 
perior court. 
Sentence will be pro- 


nounced upon him two weeks hence. 


After a private conference with his 


four attorneys in Judge Dunne's pri- 
vate chambers, and after they bad 
withdrawn from his case because of 
the resolution he had taken to change 
his plea and avoid trial, Ruef, to "-the 
utter astonishment of the prosecution, 
arose in court and announced in * 
dramatic address that after long and 
urgent consideration he had deter- 
mined to withdraw his plea of not 
guilty and enter a plea of guilty. He 
asked that the jury be dismissed and 
the trial abandoned. 


The specific charge to which Abra- 


ham Ruef pleaded guilty was that of 
extortion of $1,175 from the proprie- 
tors of the Delmonico French restau- 
rant to secure a renewal of their 
liquor license which had been rerok- 
ed because they served drinks In pri- 
vate rooms. The case was based on 
only one of many other indictments 
against Ruef, each charging a similar 
offense. Ruef claimed that the money 
was given him voluntarily as an attor- 
ney fee. 


In pleading guilty Abe Ruef made 


an Impressive address to the judge, 
stating that he had commenced W» 
career in politics with high ideals, 4wr 
himself and for the city, but that con- 
ditions had broken him down-sad IB 
"\ 


desired only an opportunity to make 
reparation and restore His character 
before the world. As be 
cancltfd>*d» 


his address he fell back into his chair 
almost fainting and the tears coursed 
down his cheeks. His health, he said, 
could not endure the strain of the 
trial which he was facing and the tor- 
ture was beyond the endurance of 
those who were nearest and dearest 
to him. 


Ruef arose and went out of the 


courtroom with Detective Burns. The 
two walked to the corner ot Sacra- 
mento and Webber streets, where 
they entered an automobile and drove 
to the house on Fillmore street, which 
is Ruef's prison. 


Ruef issued a statement later to 


which he said: "I changed my plea 
to guilty, yes; but I pledge you my ) 
solemn word that I am as innoce&t \ 
as you are. I have been guilty of con* 
niving at the corruption of municipal 
officials by corporations, but I am not 
guilty of extortion. I have made no 
confession. I know much. 
Some 


things I shall tell, some things 1 shall 
not tell. Whenever an innocent man 
has 
been 
forced 
into 
corruption 


against his will, that man I shaH pro- 
tect. Whenever a man, be he high or 
low, has entered into corruption -with 
his eyes open, that man I shall expose. 
I will not say at the present moment 
that Mayor Schmitz is guilty of the 
charges 
that 
have 
been brought 


against him. I will say this: I want- 
ed to break away from Schmitz before 
his re-election a year ago last Novem- 
ber." 


While in consultation with his at- 


torneys Ruef fainted. His 
condition 


was regarded as serious but he sooa 
survived. He w-as trembling and pale, 
bow-ever. 
His 
attorneys 
grouped 


about him in a vain effort to cheer 
him up

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^'GOVERNORS OF OHIO 


EDWARD TIFFIN—1804-1807. 


Edward Tiffin, the first constitutional governor of Ohio, was born in Car- 


lisle, England, June 19, 1776. He received a good English education and began 
the study of medicine, -which he continued on his emigration, at the age of 
eighteen, to Berkeley county, Va. In 17S9 he ^ aw graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. In the same year he married Mary, sister of Thomas 
Worthington, of Charleston, W. Va. In 1796 he manumitted nis slaves and, 
accompanied by his brother-in-law and Robert Lucas, removed to Chillicothe. 
In 1802 he was chosen president of the first constitutional convention. He 
then became a candidate for governor, to which office he was elected in 
January, 1803, without opposition. Two years later he was re-elected, and the 
office was tendered to him a third time, buc he declined. The most notable in- 
cident of his administration was the suppression of the Burr-Blennerhassett 
expedition. At the close of his second term as governor he was elected to the 
United States senate. In 1809 he resigned his seat in the senate, principally 
because of his wife's death. He died Aug. 9,1829.
